Courthouse Notebook

As senior member of the 
Lake County Board of Super- 
visors in point of service 
•Deerficld Supervisor Emmett 
Moroney intoned, "I move 
you that this adjourned an- 
nual September. Iilfi2 meet- 
lug be adjourned until -Wed- 
nesday, January 9 at D o'clock 
a.m." and thus closed out a 
career of more than 25 
years as a member of the 
county's governing body. 

The adjournment ritual, 
n monthly responsibility' of 
the senior hoard member, 
brought to a close a meeting 
that was climaxed with a 
wave of congratulations for 
the veteran Highland Park 
representative who has set 
his retirement for Doc. 31. 

Political allies and politi- 
cal foes alike crowded around 
the crusty Irishman to wish 
him well and to wipe out the 
little animosities that arc the 
lot or strong-willed and ag- 
gressive men in every walk 
of life. 

Through more than a quar- 
ter of a century of county 
board leadership Moroney 
had had his political ups-and- 
downs, but a sometimes dry 
and sometimes Wtlng wit had 
kept political opponents from 
turning board opposition to 
personal animosity. 

As he closed out his ca- 
reer Emmett could look back 
on a record that included 
four terms as chairman of 
the county board, five years 
as chairman of the Board of 
Heview, and a series of vital 
chairmanships. 

Attached to that rccotd 
was a history of accomplish- 
ment based on a deep love for 
and pride in this County of 
Lake, an abiding faith in the 
people of the county, and a 
strong determination to do 
what he considered right and 
essential for the county. 
• There may be no marble 
monuments raised in Moro- 
ney's honor, but. there will be 
warm memories and grati- 
tude In those who have iiad 
the pleasure and Honor of 
working with him. 
* * * 

Of course Moroney would 
not be Moroney if he didn't 
leave behind him a few things 
for his former colleagues to 
hassle and fight over so he 
said farewell with a tidy list 
of suggestions for things he 
considered important for the 
board to take up in future 
sessions. 

The list included a recom- 
mendation that the Public 
Building Commission, now 
composed solely of board 
members, be doubled to in- 
clude leading laymen of the 
county who would work with 
and advise the supervisors 
in their efforts to construct 
a new county building. 

A chain of command for 
the sheriff's office with ranks 
based on experience and abil- 
ity - and commensurate pay 
was a recommended task lor 



OUflKIN 
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the judiciary committee and 
the chairman was urged to 
make the fullest possible use 
of the varied talents repre- 
sented on the county board 
without regard to current 
political alignment. 

Moroney suggested a com- 
mittee make/an evaluation of 
jobs and salaries of county 
employees and suggested for* 
mation of an employees' bar- 
gaining committee to meet 
with the Finance Committee' 
when it comes time to set 
salaries. 

Promotion of legislation 
that would limit the sale of 
liquor to taverns and liquor 
stores and take it out of the 
drug stores and supermar- 
kets was recommended as an 
aid in the battle against 
sales of liquor to minors. 

"We should never be satis- 
fied that our county home 
and county hospital are per- 
fect, but should strive con* 
stantly to make them better 
and should engage special* 
ists who could make frequent 
objective studies of their op- 
erations to insure the best 
possible care for our sick and 
aged." Moroney recommend- 
ed. 

The duties of the finance 
officer should be expanded jso 
that he could serve as an/in- 
formed adviser to the finance 
committee and would nave 
authority to invest idle coun- 
ty funds without always wait* 
ing for board approval. 

And last of all, Moroney 
urged an armistice to the 
petty differences and person- 
ality clashes that force the 
board into two camps and 
hamper its operations, 

Many of these recommen- 
dations had been fought over 
the years by Moroney, but, 
like the gods, the supervisors 
sometimes work slowly their 
wonders to perform. 



The supervisors were fur- 
nished with plenty of reading 
material at Monday's meeting 
with the presentation of a 
new year end report pre- 
pared for former Sheriff 
Norris Froellch by Deputy 
Stanley Schabowicz, an ex- 
pert statistician. 

The supervisors were also 
provided with a printed news- 
letter by the Lake County 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion and the Lake County 
Highway News, a small news- 
paper type publication de- 
signed to keep them up to 
date on highway develop- 
ments in the county.

Seek Homes 
For Kids 

The Chicago office of the 
Illinois Division on Children 
cared for 32% more children 
in 1902 than in any previous 
year. Miss Buck, Acting Di- 
rector, said there was an in- 
crease in referrals from all 
the Region's counties, includ- 
ing Cook, DuPage, Lake and 
Will. The agency was asked 
to help more than 150 home- 
less boys and girls, most of 
whom had already reached 
school age before their own 
homes broke down. "It Is 
difficult to cite a typical rea- 
son for a child's loss of his 
own home," said Miss Buck, 
"Each family's story differs 
from another's; but a tragic 
event can literally change a 
child's life overnight." 

Less than a year ago Christ- 
mas for Edward, age 13, Tim- 
othy, 11 and their sister, 
Joan, age W± was the high 
point of family activities and 
excitement, much the same as 
for other kids In their block. 
Suddenly in May 1902, their 
mother- died in child birth. 
No relatives were close by, 
and the father took them to a 
grandmother in New Hamp- 
shire. 

However, the grandmother 
fell ill within two months and 
the father had to rush East 
to get his children. Enroute 
back to Chicago he collapsed 
due to a heart attack and was 
removed from the train to a 
hospital in Ohio. This left 
the children stranded.

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Local Enforcement Big 
Need, Says Carpentier 

Macomb, III. — ^trcsslqg'ifho^ 
importance of local govern- 
ment In the state's traffic 
safety program, Secretary of 
State Charles F. Carpentier 
reminded police magistrates 
and justices of tho peace that 
failure' to report convictions 
for moving traffic violations 
to his office is an omission of 
duty under tho law. 

In a talk before a Traffic 
Court Conference at Western 
Illinois University recently, 
Mr. Carpentier declared that 
"Squarely upon tho shoulders 
of the courts rests the respon- 
sibility for identifying the 
dangerous and borderline 
drivers so the sjate may eith- 
er take them off the road or 
seek to improve their driving 
habits." 

"We at tho state level must 
depend upon you at the local 
level for strict, but fair, traf- 
fic law enforcement; for 
stern, but fair, court judg- 
ments, and conviction reports 
if our efforts to reduce traf- 
fic deaths are to be success- 
ful," Secretary Carpentier 
said. * 

It is also the duty of local 
law enforcement- agencies to 
make certain that persons 
whose licenses have been re- 
voked or suspended, do not 
continue to drive, Mr. Car- 
pentier said. 

"Wo do not stop witli 
merely entering the suspen- 
sion or revocation on a driv- 
er's record and notifying him 
tiiat he shall not drive," he 
said. "We also send that in- 
formation to the police chief 
of his home town, to the sher- 
iff and state's attorney of Ids 
home county, to the state po- 
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licd'-'iii his district and to the 
newspapers In the area." 

"We intend, that our revo- 
cations and suspensions of 
driver licenses shall mean 
precisely what they say — stop 
driving!" Secretary Carpen- 
tier declared. "The people 
who live in the same neigh- 
borhood with the town drunk 
or the teen-age hot-rodder 
who can't seem to turn a cor- 
ner on more than two wheels, 
people who have small chil- 
dren or elderly parents living 
with them— they have good 
reason to wonder about law 
enforcement when they sec 
those two potential killers 
still driving after the local 
newspaper has carried the 
story that their licenses have 
been revoked." 

"You have done your part 
by reporting their convic- 
tions to us. wc have done our 
part by revoking their li- 
censes and notifying local 
authorities; it then becomes 
incumbent upon tho.se local 
enforcement officials to see 
to it that what you ltave done, 
what the Secretary of State's 
office has done, has not been 
in vain," Mr. Carpentier said.

Mothers who arc unusual- 
ly strict with their first bab- 
ies arc probably suffering 
from a common ailment we 
call postnatal "blues." 

A study we recently com- 
pleted on the emotional ten- 
dencies of new mothers 
shows that once removed 
from the protective care of 
hospital nurses and doctors 
who gave them comfort and 
advice, they arc subject to a 
period of depression. The 
new mother, now on her own, 
is scared, bewildered and 
overcome by the great re- 
sponsibility she faces. 

The study found such a 
mother holds to rigid feed- 
ing schedules, forced and 
early toilet training, early 
weaning and no thumb suck- 
ing. She takes her responsi- 
bilities seriously and because 
she's anxious about them, 
she occasionally resents 
them. This causes her to 
feel guilty and believe she 
isn't doing her job right. 

If you are a young mother 
or young mother-to-be, here 
are some pointers developed 
by baby care counselors of 
the diaper service industry: 

1. Know what you're fac- 
ing. You can't prepare for 
all emergencies, but you can 
eliminate a great deal of wor- 
ry over trifles. 

2. Attend pre-natal class- 
es in your community. 

3. If no such classes are 
available, then discuss your 
fears and worries with your 
doctor. 

4. Don't try to learn ev- 
erything about child care. 
Tackle each new problem as 
it arises. 

5. First, find out what you 
have to know to keep your 
baby healthy and contented. 

0. Don't wear yourself 
out with unnecessary chores. 
Do important tilings first. 

7. Take advantage of all 
labor-saving services such as 
baby foods and diaper ser- 
vice. 

8. Learn to budget your 
time so that you don't get that 
harassed feeling that time is 
running out. 

Fit your work and leisure 
schedule into your baby's 
schedule. Cooking, cleaning 
and laundering should be 
done while baby uUps. 

10. Get plenty of rest. 
When you're tired and irrita- 
ble, baby also will be fretful. 

11. Take at least one nap 
while baby is asleep. 

12. Use baby's feeding 
time to relax. Choose a com- 
fortable chair and hold baby 
in your arms while you feed 
him.

"But anyone who has been"

The 
cold facts are that grass roots 
officials are prone to judge 
issues on a personal basis.

The Northern Illinois Con- 
servation Club will be host to 
William ilarth. Superintend- 
ent of the Illinois Division of 
Fisheries, Dee. 19, at Channel 
Lake School. 

The Club is concerned over 
the rapid drop-off of black 
bass and blueglll uuiubcrs in 
the Chain of Lakes, as well 
as the disappearance of their 
spawning grounds and weed 
bed cover areas. There has 
been an increase in the num 
hers of striped bass, which is 
a predator type minnow eat- 
ing fish. Large schools of 
lliem are roaming the lakes 
and decimating the young fry 
of the black bass and blue- 
gills which manage to spawn 
successfully but lack the pro 
tection and safety of the 
heavy cover provided by I he 
weed beds. Then the over- 
large population of carp root 
up the few remaining weed 
beds that have not been 
killed off by pollution, and 
the high water level main- 
tained by the Stale, and so 
the cycle continues. 

The NICC recently peti- 
tioned the department of con- 
servation, through Rep. W. J, 
Murphy, to make a compre- 
hensive survey of all I he 
lakes in the Chain, to deter- 
mine how many of which 
species of fish there. are. how 
fast they are growing, whet ti- 
er they ./arc doing well or 
poorly and all other facts per- 
taining to the subject. And 
after the facts have been 
ascertained, to take the ne- 
cessary action to reverse and 
correct the situation.
